The Ministry of Health in England 
publishes ‘each year a very interest- 
ing and most readable report on The 
State of the Public Health. We 
fer to this because it seems to 
rather appropriate that, on Domin- 
ion Day, we should consider the state 
of the public health in Canada.’ 

We venture to predict, although it 
is sometimes dangerous to prophesy 
that of all that will appear in our 
newspapers and in the public ad- 
dresses which will be made on the 
birthday of the Dominion, little or 
no mention will be made of public 
health, 

This is not because the people are 
not interested in health, because 
we have evidence every day that 
they are. It is rather because we 
are, in general, drawn to talk of 
material things, of natural resour- 
of manufacturing plants and 
of increased wealth.

jare of little or no value to the man, 


or woman, or nation without health. 
The nations most important concern 
‘is the public health, because the 
nation is made up of living persons, 
not of minerals or water-power. 

We are not suggesting that health 
is an end in life. Health is the 
stepping-stone by which we achieve 
more and serve better than we 
could without health. 

Just as this is true of the individ- 
ual it is equally so of the nation. 
The foundation for national pros- 
perity and happiness is the health 
of those individuals who make up 
the nation. 

In order to succeed, Canada must 
be able to compete successfully with 
other nations, if not to excel them. 
In order that she may do so, the 
Canadian people must equal, if not 
excel the people of other lands in 
physical and mental fitness. It is 
because we believe this goal can be 
attained that we have confidence in 
the future of our country. 

The lives and health of Canadian 
be protected. The 
child born in ‘Canada must be safe- 
guarded so that he may be given 
his chance, We are not all born 
with the same capacity for physical 
and mental development. The 
country should provide each citizen 
with an opportunity for the full de- 
velopment of the capabilities with 
which he is born.

Soil drifting ‘has been very. general 
over most of the three Western Pro- 
vineces during the past winter and 
spring. In a great many sections 
it has becomo a serious menace to 
the wheat crop, and farmers are 
looking around in earnest for some 
satisfactory method of control. It 
seems as though it requires a men- 
ace of this kind to get some farm- 
ers to stop and think of what the 
soil they have been farming for 
years really means *to them, and 
how they have been abusing it for 
years. 


Abuse of the soil which has gone 
on through the years by continued 
cropping without returning any or- 
ganic mater to the soil is the out- 
standing cause for our present trou- 
bles. Organic matter acts as a bind 
er to hold the soil together, and as 
a sponge to hold the moisture. 
Through continuous cropping and 
summerfallow the organic matter 
has been burned out of the soil, 
leaving it light, easily crumbled, and 
in ideal condition to be blown by 
winds. 


Soil moisture and weather con- 
ditions during’ the past winter and 
spring were just right to encourane 
drifting. In general, fall moisture 
and snow’ was lacking and very 
high winds have prevailed during 
this time. This is a combination 
that might not occur again for sev- 
eral years. However, we can not 
depend absolutely upon this being 
the case. We must give thought 
and consideration to methods of pre- 
vention. 

A great many farmers aré looking 
for’ immediate felief, something 
that will stop drifting at once, this 
season. There is nothing that can 
be done in this case but to spread 
straw Or manure over fields to hold 
the soil. This is practical on small 
acreageg only. 

METHOD OF CONTROL 

Since the cause of soil drifting in 
general is the lack of fibre in the 
soil, making it light and easily 
crumbled, the only permanent rem- 
edy which can be applied is to re- 
turn the fibre or organic matter to 
the soil in some form as quickly as 


possible. This can be done by seed- 
ing to Western Rye Grass, Brome 
Grass or Sweet Clover. This’ is 


really the only permanent solution. 


The grasses can be used to much 
better advantage than- Sweet Clover 
when one is looking for very quick 
results, as the grass roots ‘have a 
more binding effect than that of 
sweet clover. 


There are some light sandy soils 
that have been put under cultivation 
that should never have been taken 
out of the native sod. It might be 
practical and best to get these back 
into sod of some kind aguin and 
leave them for pasture. 


Farmers in general who are not 
growing sweet clover in a rotation 
seed a certuin acreage of these grass 
crops each year, even though the 
acreage is small. This will gradu- 
ally help to restore the fibre con- 
tents to the soil, and the roats will 
act as a binder. 

STRIP FARMING 

Strip farming is practised quite 
generally in parts of southern’ Al- 
berta, and seems to be quite effect- 


ive in checking drifting. A farm 
is laid out in strips from 10 to 20 
rods wide, and these strips are 


farmed alternately each year to sum- 
mer fallow during the fall and wint- 
er months. This may seems to 
farmers to be a very unhandy meth- 
od of farming, but on certain light 
soils it seems to be a practical meth- 
od of checking drifting. 

METHOD OF SUMMERFPALLOW 

Soil drifting very seldom occurs 


during the \.ysummerfallow season. 
It usually beg in the late winter 
or spring of the year following. 


Methods of working the summerfal- 
low 80 as to keep the stubble and 
trash on top as a practical ‘protect- 
fon against wind ‘has proven very 
satisfactory. Stubble should never 
be burned before summerfallow 
work begins, nor should it be bur- 
fed by plowing. Any method of

that will keep the ‘stubble at ad 
surface is satisfactory.- : 

If the’ weeds on the dusamertalio’ 
can be controlled only by plowing 
which will bury the stubble so that 
it can not be used the following 
spring as a protection for the soil, 
then -we must resort to the cultivator 
for ridging the soil and form eclodgs 
as the only means left for the pre- 
vention of drifting. When sum- 
merfallow is plowed early the a- 
mount of working necessary to con- 
trol weeds during the summer’ is 
usually enough to break down all 
clods. With the stubble burned 
and the clods broken down, the pre- 
vention of drifting on such land de- 
ends upon the way it is handled the 
following spring. 

On light or medium soils the duck 
foot cultivator or spring tooth har- 
row should be used before drilling 
in order to break up clods of moist 
soil to bake on the surface. These 
clods should not be broken down by 
harfowing or packing either before 
or after drilling. The surface 
must be left rough or ridged at all 
times to break the force of the 
winds. : 

PLOWLESS FALLOW 

During the past few years plowles 
fallow has rapidly increased in fav- 
or. It can be used on all types of 
soils, and will reduce the cost of 
summerfallow. Where it has been 
done properly so as _ to control 
weeds, the yields of grain have been 
at least equal to those on plowed 
fallow. The important points § to 
be observed in this type of fallow 
are:— fre 

ist. Do not burn the stubble... 
The stubble and trash should lag ; 
on the Surface to check 

2nd. Use an implement like 6 i 
harrow or duck foot cultivator” to 
completely destroy the Weeds at 
each operation. This ig very -tm- 
portant because if weeds are missed 
it may mean that the land will have 
to be plowed later to destroy them. 

3rd. Plowing is not advisable 
unless it is necessary for weed con- 
trol, After eath working of the 
land allow it to lie until a new crop 
of weeds ,appear. A second or 
working may be needed to destroy 
weeds, but cultivation should not 
be done where there are no weeds to 
kill. With heavy stubble it may 
be necessary to dise Or use the har- 
row plow more than once in order 
to use the cultivator without it clog- © 
ging. 

SUMMARY 

The checking of soil drifting can- 
not be accomplished over night. It 
will require years to build into the 
soil the amount of fibre that has 
been taken out during the few years 
our land hag been cropped. The 
growing of Western Rye, , Brome 
Grass and Sweet Clover will be the 
only means of permanently check- 
ing drifting. Strip farming is be- 
ing successfully used in Southern 
Alberta and could be used here also. 
Any system of gsummerfallow that 
will control weeds and keep the 
stubble and trash on the surface or 
keep the surface cloddy and ridged 
will help to check drifting. Plow- 
less fallow is gaining in popularity 
because it not only will check the 


drifting but will cut the costs as 
well,
